Our telefrraphiccolntnnsthm morn- 


ing styx tbe San Frunci-n Chronicle 
of Mund'ty, cont&iu th« details of a 
fire which broke oat at Rjno yester- 
lay morning about sunrise, and raged 
all day till a lat<- hour lust night. 
One of those aneepinir Washne gules 
prevailed, which, with a scarcity of 
wuter, made it impossible |0 cheek 
the fury of tlie confl ignition till 
nearly the whole to«n wan biid in 
ashes. 
Three hnndred and fifty 


bnildtngs w ro destroyed, an I at II) 
o'clock last m^ht the rniiicd popula- 
tion were in the deepest misery a d 
dejection. 
Up to that hour it wan 


known tlm' one woman aud five men 
had been burned to death, the prog 
ress ol the fi mes being so lapid, ou 
NCcouut of the high wind, that escape 
was impossible. 
Tli« entire loss is 


estimated at from 8750,000 to 81 000,- 
000. only *20it.()00 being povered by 
insurance.
